I had my wife and children with 
me, and, as I lived in the middle of the infected 
district, | was determined to get aboard. The 
conductor asked for my ticket. 1 told him I 
couldn't get any. Those who were all right 
were getting and it was about time to 
start.

1573 in mind, didn’t want to create a panic. 
When the truth became known, the town was 
soon deserted. Business is practically stopped. 
The only busy men I saw were two trunk-deal- 
ers, who got rid of tneir stock in a surprisingiy 
short time. The first case of fever occurred in 
a lodging-house for river-men, kept by an Ital- 
ian. His wife was the victim. The fact was re- 
ferred to in the papers. One said it was fever, 
and the other that it was not. Finally conceal- 
ment was useless, and then the exodus com- 
menced. The authoritics ordered 2222 
out of the block where the house was in, 
disinfected every place, and bearded up all the 
houses. It was no use, however, for 
cases appeared here and there. The air 
seemed to de full of the disease. 
The temperature had averaged about 90 for six 
weeks, but the streets were perfectly clean, the 
Fire Department having washed them and the 
allevs, and the Health Officers had disinfected 
all filthy places. Disinfectants seemed to do 
no good. The air was saturated by carbolic 
acid, and so were the houses inside.“ 

de fever is more dangerous than ever be- 

re,” said the father. In 1873 a man lived 
nine days, but now he is gone intwo or three. 
I beard physicians say it was much worse. 
Thev really don't know how to handle the dis- 
ease.

Mr. L. N. Baldwin, a gentleman residing 
at Port Gibson, but who for many years has 
been in the habit of spending his summers in 
this city. where he owes property, has recently 
heard trom bis home, and the accounts which 
he receives are of the most melancholy charac- 
ter.

It was of Mr. Samuelson, a mail-currier, who 
was attacked on the 3d. A letter which 
he received from there a day or 
so ago, dated the Istb. says that, at that 
time, there were thirty-three cases. of whom 
thirteen were colored. The disease is said to 
be of a very severe type, and all are iu fears of 
the worst kind of an epidemic. It is already 
nearly ible to get uurses for the sick, 
sick women.

MEARTRENDING SCENES.

Vicxssure, Miss., Aug. 26.—lt is beartrend- 
ing to witness the suffering in our city, increas- 
ing as it is every hour. The doctors’ buggies 
are actually besieged by crowds in some locali- 
ties, begging them to come in and see the sick 
and dying. Dr. Whitehead, one of our oldest 
physicians, was eompelled to co to bed ts after- 
noon. This makes six who have been stricken 
down since the commencement of the fever. 
Three doctors have arrived from Mobile, which, 
in addition to those from New Orleans, make

A great nation like ours, rich imvaried 
resources, with a free people offremarkabie intelli- 
gence, 1s not driven to resort to any expedicnts 
which would affect the public credit, or the public 
debt. or disturb our harmonious relations iu trade 
with foreign nations. but should adap! ite money to 
the money of the civilized world, make it as good 
as any other money, aad maintain its standard of 
value as high as that of any coin ever issued from 
tLe mint. 

Some of you who believe in flat“ money say 
you desire the same result, but it is clear that you 
can only maintain this money at par with coin, 
either by a careful limitation of its amount, er by 
actual redemption in cvin when demanded. If tua! 
is what you mean by flat money, then we will 
not disagree, but tt is wellknown that those who 
advocate flat money want to increase the 
amount beyond a sum which can de mainiained at 
par with coin, and who seek thus to cheapen 
money by making it less valuabie than coin. 

WHO DESIRE CHEAP MONEY. 

I can imagine how a man deeply in debt and hop- 
ing to escape bankruptcy may desire to cheapen 
the money in which his debt is to be paid, but why 
should u iaboring man, whose daily toil is meas- 
ured by .he money he receives, desire to cheapen 
that money’ Why shoulda farmer who sells his 
productions for money desire to lessen its 
purchasing power’ Why should a prudent, 
thrifty, industrious man engaged in any oc- 
cupation who dy his thrift and indus- 
try to accumulate for himself a competence, desire 
to have his labor measured by a money of unstable 
value! It is tne interest of every one engaged in 
mdustrial employments, who is not a speculator 
or a broker, to have a fixed standard of value. If 
any of you who labor, are farmers. mechanics. or 
belong to any of the industrial classes of life, and 
have Lope from a depreciated money, you will be 
greatly misied. 

EVILS OF IhREDEEMABLE MONEY HERETOFORE. 

All the great men of our country, our Revola- 
tionary fntbers and their descendants in the War 
of 1812, and the statesmen of the days of Gen. 
Jackson, deeply felt the evils of irredeemable 
paper money, and experience led them to the con- 
viction that gold and silver coin, or paper money 
well secured apd convertible into gold and silver 
coin, was the best for all classes and for ai! indus- 
tries. 

In these general views in favor of resumption, 
adopted by the Republican party, we have had the 
syupathy and concurfence of a certain portion of 
the Democratic party, who, though they always by 
instinct and habit voted against every measure of 
the Repuolican party from the bewinning of the 
War to this time, even in the darkest 
hour of the War, always professed to be 
im favor, and talked in favor, of good money re- 
dremable in coin. This class of Democrats, 
though they opposed the Resumption act, did it de- 
cause they deciared it to bea hindrance to resump- 
tion, and denounced us because we did not resume 
sooner.

justify such an issue, 
THE INBVITABLE EFFECTS OF THURMAN’s 
POLICY. 

It would at once drive out of existence the whole 
system Of National Banks, which have been the 
means alone by which State banks bave been 
prevented from issuing circulating notes. The 
only franchise the National Banks receive from 
the Government which indnces them to maintain 
their rate exisience is the right, ander limits 
fixed by law, to iseue circulating notes. Take thie 
from them and they would t once cease, witaoyt 
exception, to be National Banks, and would oe 
Organized again, ag before the War, into State 
banks, with such powers as any State might give 
them. The inevitable effect of this policy would 
be to revive again the system of State banks 
without apy common organization. without 
any security for their potes, upon such 
terms a? any State might prescribe, and thus 
all the evils of State bank money, which the people 
experienced before the War, will recur again. 
Nearly a generation has passed since the incon- 

ous system of paper money which existed be- 
ore the War was swept away by the National- 
Banking act. It is sale to say that the injury done 
to the people of the United States by the failure of 
these banks, by the uncertain value of their paper 
money, by its Limited local circulation, and by suc- 
cessful counterfeiting was annually greater than 
the interest of the entire National-Bank circula- 
tion, and by successful counterfeiting was annually 
ater than the imterest of the entire National- 
‘suk circulation of the United States, 
BANKING CORPORATIONS THB WEAKEST MEM- 
BERS OF A COMMUNITY. 

It is easy to oppose banking corporations. In- 
stead of having political power. they are the weak 
est members of a Community. Say what you will of 
them, their substitution for State banks was one 
of the wisist and most beneficial acts of the Gen- 


oral Government since the commencement of the 


War. Personally | have but little interest in or 
feeling for National Banks. But tor the 
benefits derived from them, 1 would not 
care what became of them. Their contirued 
existence ougiat to depend upon _ their 
avility, without cost or trouble to the United 
States, to maintain their vor ge notes at par 
with United States notes or coin. If they fail in 
this they ought to be abolished. If they do it they 
ought to be continued. They are useful financial 


‘| agents scattered through the United States in ex- 


changing the products of industry and in localizing 
Capital. They paid last year to the Government 
ot the United States $7. 076,087 in taxes, and for 
State and local taxes $9,701,732, or a total of 
5106. 777. 810. or nearly four millions more than 
Judge Thurman estimates we will save to the peo- 
te by issuing grecn backs instead of the bank-notes. 
‘hese taxes would all be lost to the United States 
and to the States if the National Banks were abol- 
ished. Their notes are secured beyond peradven- 
ture; they are protected from counterfeiting far 
more successfully than any former system, and. 
to their credit be it said, not one dollar has been 
lost on any National-Bank note ever issued. 
Wherever you go you may carry them with safety, 
without examination as to where or when they 
were issued. They are good everywhere in the 
United States. 
THURMAN’S OBJECTION TO NATIONAL BANKS 
CONSIDERED. 

Senator Thurman has stated some objections to 
the National Banks, to which 1 wil) brtefly reply. 
He says: 

»In the first place a National-Bank currency 
means tne indefinite perpetuation of the public 
debt. 

As a National Bank exists only for twenty years 
from the date of its organization, and is liable at 
any time by act of Congress to be abolished, this 
does not seem a Very potent reason. Iam sorry to 
say that the prospect of paying our debt so soon as 
the life of a National Bank is not very tlattering, 
nor are they likely to deter ite payment. As for 
the influence of taese institutions so much feared 
by Mr. Thurman. itis not an object of alarm, for 
it cannot be combined, or if that were atiempted, 
it could be overthrown by a single wave of popular 
opinion. * 

Hie second objection to the National-Banking 
system ie that it tends to combine, concentrate. 
and intensify the money power. 

This Again is an iliusive fear. Thereis no power 
in this country that is so weak in political manage- 
ment as what is called the money power. It never 
has been nor can it be concentrated so as to affect 
political questions. The tendency of vur institu- 
tions makes it easy to combine at once political 
opinion aad political power against it. 

NO TEN BANK PRESIDENTS AGREB. 

Party organization is infinitely more powerful 
for combination than the money power. My own 
experience in office enables me to say that if you 
convene ten bank Presidents you will nave ten dif- 
ferent <pinions, while rty organization brings 
even J dage Thurman and Gen. Ewing on the same 
platform. 


Nor is it true, as stated by Judge Thurman. that 
the legislation of Congress favored the money in 
terest during the period of the sway of the Repub- 
lican party, for this legislation wae guided by the 
love of national anity.and national henor, and na- 
tional existence. It tended to make our nation 
strong at home and respected abroad. and in no 
single question has it favored what is called the 
money interest. 

THE ViTAL sos BETWEEN THE TWO GREAT 
PARTIES. a 

The vital issue between tne two great parties has 
been, on the part of the Republicans, a desire to 
maintain the mtegrity of the Union and abolish 
slavery; to secure equal political and civil rights 
to ail men, to maintain the national honor, and to 
advance the industria! interests of the country; 
while the theory and policy of the Democratic 
party has been to belittle the National Govern- 
ment: to subordinate it to the power of the States; 
to preserve slavery: to leave industry without pro- 
tection and support; and to sectionalize into petty 
communities the element of a great and powerful 
nation; and these are now, and will be in the fa- 
ture, the inevitable tendencies of these two parties. 

The third objection stated by bim to the Nation- 
al- Bank circulation is, that it ie a special privilege, 
and takes many milnouns out of the pockets of the 
people. 

BANKS ENJOY NO SPECIAL PRIVILECES. 

This again is untrue in point of fact and illugica) 
in argument. The National-Bank circulation is 
not a special privilege, but is open to every asso- 
ciation of five persons that may de organized in 
@ny bart of tae United States. Tocallita special 
8 is absurd. The same privilege might be 
granted to every individual citizen of the United 
States, but experience shows that a corporatioc is 
more wisely auministered when it is composed of a 
number of persons, not less than five, tuan when 
it is controlled by a single person, and corporate 
authority is essential to preserve its existence in 
case of the death of a partner. But for this the 
special privilege micht ve granted to every citizen 
who could give the requisite security fur the re- 
demption of the notes issued by him. 

As to putting money into the pockets of the 
. ebareholders, this again is absurd. The Govern- 
ment pays nothing and contributes nothing to a 
bank. The shareholders buy the bonds of the 
Government and deposit them with the Govern- 
ment for the security of the note-hoiders. If the 
bank retires, the bonds belong to the shareholders 
and not to the Government. Nor can the Govern- 
ment pay these bonds in any other way than it 

could pay the bonds in the hands of individuals. 
The Government would pay the same interest on 
these, bonds whether heid by the bank or by any 
| Citizens, ot in Europe. 
THE REASON WHY BONDS ARE DEMANDED 


j‘asesecurity ia because they are the best security. 


Det for this a mortgage security ora personal se- 
cCurty might be taken, ut as the Government 
security is the highest and best, this is demanded. 
not for the benefit of the Government. but for the 
-holder, for whom the Government is a mere 
trustee. When the Governmen: pays to the bank 
interest on donds held by it as a security, it only 
pays what 16 justly due and what it would bave to 
pay at ali events to anybody holding the bonds un 
tii they are redeemed. 

How it takes many millions annually out of the 
pockets of the people is hard to concelve. No one 
borrows the notes of the bank unless itis for his 
interest to do so. The ability of the bank to lend 
1s & convenience to the borrower as well as the 
lender. The Government cannot engage in this 
business of loaning money. It would be a sorry 
time for the peopie other than political sirfkers if 
the Government loaned money. This is purely a 
private, personal employment that should be ‘as 
free as Dlackemithing. The fight to issue notes is 
iree to all on the same terms, ani, when so guard. 
ed ae to prevent loss to the note holder, is the best 
possible means of increasing the amount of circu- 
lating notes. 

IF GREENBACKS WERE SUBSTITUTED 
TIONAL-BANK NOTES. 

He says that the Government ought to issue 
these notes. The answer is, that if the Govern- 
meat issues them it must undertake maintain 
them at par with coin, or else the people must suf- 
fer hom the evils of an irredeemadle currency.

| WAT JUDGE THURMAN PROPOSES, 

He proposes to issue more notes without any 
Provision for their paymeub wh n our revenues 
are ample to meet our expenaiturd, Iu u time of 
profound peace; when there w no motive of 
patrietiem or duty. or safety to impet such a 
course. and this merely to save the interest of 4 
per cent on gans. 000. But this very act, if 
adopted, would prevent our selling a taousand 
million of 4 pet cent bonds with which to pay an 
equal amount of 6 per cent bonds, and in this work 
an annual loss to the Government of $20, 000. 000, 
or $8,000,000 a year more than the entire pre- 
tended saving by his proposed policy.

THERE HAS BEEN CONTRACTION OF THE con- 
RENCY. 

Judge Thurmau says there hae becn contraction 
of the currency. No one disputee that there bas 
been contraction of tne currency. The amount of 
United States notes retired since the passage of 
the Kesumption act is, as he states it, $55, 328. 
984. But there was issued to National Banks in 
place of this $44,161,250 of cireuiating notes. It 
is true that National-Bank notes have been re- 
tired, but this hag been done, not under the Re- 
sumption act, but by the voluntary action of the 
banks. They are free to issue and retire their 
notes and they have done so. 

It the special privilege avout which he has dis- 
cussed so much was o valuable to them. they 
would have increased their iesues of bank notes. 
but instead of that the burdens imposed upon this 
privilege and the want of profitable use of money 

ave induced the banks to reduce their circulation 
to a much greater amount than it has been in- 
creased, 60 thay the effect bas beena large de- 
grease Of the currency of the country, but this has 
not been caused by the Resumption act. 

Now, those are the obdjections stated to the 
National Banks Jadge Thurman, and my 
answertothem.

‘ear up a system of banks infinitely better than any 
ever before enjoved in this country, compel these 
banks now to call in their loans and close up their 
accounts, and add tothe dietress of the times by 
dangerous and almost revolutionary proceedings 
against corporations of our own creation which 
have no specia) privileges, and which contribute to 
the general good by paying large taxes and by act- 
ing as convenient localized agencies of loans and 
exchange?’ 

BUSINESS DEPRESSION ALSO GENBRAL ABROAD. 

Judge Thurman says: 

Now, certainly no one will deny that this 
country has for the last five years suffered, as 
perhaps no Other country ever did suffer, from de- 
pression in every branch of business in every in 
dustrial occupation. 

I deny this statementin toto. That this conn- 
try has suffered from depression in many branches 
of business and in many industrial occupations I 
admit, but every civilized and Christian country in 
the world has suffered to a greater degree. In 
comparison with any nation of modern times, our 
condition in every respect is more prosperous and 
happy. Ef you read the English, or French, or 
German papers, you will find that our causes of 
complaint are nothing to be compared with theirs, 
while in our country there are many circumstances 
which relieve the general depression. Let me 
name some of the hopeful signsof the times. The 
whole period since the War, and before the panic, 
was a debt-contracting peried. From July 1. 1863, 
to July 1, 1873, our imports exceeded our exports 
in the enormous sum of 81. 047. 000, 219. Much of 
this was for silks and furbelows, contracted in the 
faith of corner lots marked up, of inflated 
fortunes suddenly acquired, but most of 
it was for articles that our own labor should have 
produced. It represented foreign capital loaned 
to our citizens and to corporations, and paid for in 
Government and: corporation bonds and private 
notes. The same causes produced extravagant 
prices here. Wild schemes, railroads built twenty 
years in advance of their need, reckless expendi- 
tures, led to numerous debis being contracted aud 
to our corporations and homes and farms being 
plastered with mortgages. Since the panic the 
whole condition of our trade aud business has 
changed. Since 1874 our exports have exceeded 
our imports in the sum of $507, 459, 237, 

During the last fiscal year the excess was $257, - 
450, 250, our exports reaching the sum of $680, 683, - 
7¥8, and during this fiscal year this excess of ex- 
ports is increasiag. This a debt-paying process. 
The great body of the debts contracted before the 
panic are now settled, either by payment or bank- 
ruptcy, or readjustment. 

OUR BONDS "NOW HELD aT HOME. 

At one time it was estimated thatthe amount of 
United States bonds beld abroad approached 
$1, 000,000,000. Two years ago the general esti- 
mate was about $600,000,000. Now, after the 
most careful examination, it is estimated some 
where near 8200, 000, 000 or 8230. 000. 000. The 
common fear expressed for the success of any plan 
of resumption was that foreign nations could at 
once, by a return of our bands, exhaust our gold 
and thus defeat resumption, but this is no longer 
feared when the surplus exports for a single year 
would pay off every dollar of our national debt 
heid beyond the limits of the Unifed States. Last 
winter, when an exaggerated fear prevailed in 
Kurope as to the effect of the Silver bill, $60, 000, - 
000 of our bonds Were promptiy absorbed by our 
own people in sixty days, and, although this 
stopped tne sale of bonds by the Treasury, it 
strengthened our position by bringing them home. 

Another favorable sign of the times is the very 
large increase of demestic production, both of the 
farm and of the Workshop, which not only fill the 
piace of goods heretofore imported, but enable as 
to compete with foreign nations in their own mar- 
kets. 

WONDERFUL INCREASE IN EXPORTS. 

I have here a recent table showing the increase 
of leading exports of our own production. This 
shows that our exports of cotton, iron, steel, cop- 
per. leather, and other manufactures has increased 
within ten years nearly two-fold, and that the ex- 
ports of our agricultural implements and provisions 
have increased nearly three-fold. The total 
amount of certain leading commodities exported 
in 1868 was $141,000,000, and in 1878 was $404, - 
000, 000, showing au tncrease of $263, 000, 000. 

Another table shows that our importation of 
certain Yabries which we can readily make in this 
country has diminished nearly one-half. Of tex- 
tile fabrics, inclucing manufactares of cotton, silk, 
clothing, and dress goods, the amount imported 
inte this country in 1873 was $159, 000, 000; the 
amount imported in 1878 was $35,000,000, mak- 
inga dimination of $74,000,000, most of which 
was supplied dy our own production. 

PALLING OFF OF IMPORTS, 

The imports of iron and steel in various forms in 
1873 was $59, J08,452, while in 1878 it had fallen 
to $9, 057, 633, showing a diminution of $50, 250, - 
849. ‘This falling off was supplied by our own in- 
dustry. 

The total leading manufactures named in this table 
imported in 1873 was $272, 057, 633, and during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1878, it was $124, 211, - 
734, making a falling off of $148, 747,899. Tuis 
great decrease was especially noticeable in the im- 
ports of manufactures of cotton, silk, woo), iron, and 
steel. 

This increase of our exports and diminution of 
our imports is perhaps the most remarsable in 
modern times. We are competing in cotton favrice 
with Manchester, in cutlery with Sheffield, in tron 
and steel with Birmingham, in watches with Switz- 
erland, and in gioves witn France. It is a debdt- 
paying and trade-developing process that is adding 
immensely to our wealtk. 

REDUCTION OF INTEREST OF DEBT. 

Our progress towards resuinption is accompanied 
by increased national credit, and by a large reduc- 
tion of the interest of tue public debt. 

Under the Refunding act, which is designed to 
convert our6 per cent bonds into bonds bearing a 
lower rate of interest, We have already sold at par 
in coin 8000, 000,000 of 5 per cent bonds, 9240. 
6000. 000 of 4% per cent bonds, $135, 000, 000 of 
4 per cent bonds, the proceeds of which (except 
$90, 000, LUD sold for wold coin in hand; have been 
applied to pay un equal amount of 6 ver cent debt. 
making an anunal saving m the interest of the 
debt of 810, 000, 000, and we are now daily selling 
the 4 per cent bohas directiy to the people upon 
tue basis of a popular loan in sums as low as $50. 
These bonds have become the savings banks of the 
people, a safe deposit for their surplus money, 
always available for use when needed, and depend- 
ing upon the honor of the nation, and, therefore. 
safe from loss. 
this loan is that it is being held in small sums by 
great numbers by our feilow-citizens, and 1 dis- 
tributed thrournont ull the States in the Union. 
During the first twenty days of the present month 
Our giles Of 4 per cent bonds amount to $20, 000. 
000, and If now have the conficent assurance that 
curmg this year they will excced $100, 000. 000. 
and will pay off all the 5-20 6 per cent bonds of the 
issue of 1805. 


PRODUCTION OF GOLD AND SILVER. 

The United States is now the largest prodatter of 
gold and silver in the worid. During the last year 
the estimated production of gold was $45, 000, 000, 
and of silver, $30, 000, 000, and. though the Cum- 
stock lode gives evidente of exhaustion, other 
mines are being discovered, and the vrovabilitics 
are that our production will increase rather tuan 
diminish. his is an important element in the 
question of our ability to uraintain resumption. 

DEVELOPMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 

Teen, aguin, the enormous development of our 
agricuitural production, tue chief employment of 
our people, Gives a source of wealth and prosperi- 
ty Unexumpled in any nation ia modern times. 
rom toe Atlantic to the Pacific, from Canada to 
the Guli of Mexico, bur country has been biessed 
with bountifal harvests, assuring plenty of food to 
all our people and an increase of aur exports to 
Europe. 1 nnderstand that a rich stream of wheat 
is now pouring into your pert for shipment. 

It is this industry which lies at the foundation of 
our prosperity, and which invites now millions of 
laborers 40 aid in the development of uncultivated 
lands. The War withdrew from agriculture muill- 
ions of laborers, who are again invited to join in 
this most healthfal and happy pursuit of life, and 
the crowded cities are freeiy invited to send their 
sarplue population to fruitful fields and bountiful 
harvesis 


Afior the War of 1812 the migration commenced

THE SAME LABOR DISTRESS THROUGHOUT 
BUROPE. 

The same distress ina far greater degree exists 
in Great Britain, Prance, Germany, and all- civil- 
ized nations. whatever may be thew forms of cur- 
rency ot standards of value Modern ipventions 
which supply wonderful machinery which con 
sumes only Water and coal, as a substitute for the 
skilled mechanic, have greatiy diminisned the 
ogg pation of labor. Feweriaborerg are required 
forthe same work. The only remedy would seem 
to be to pursue new industries aud seek new mar- 
kets to be supplicd Our owa country )s biessed 
with cheap lands javiting labor, and the energy of 
our Own people, as 1 have shown, is already dis- 
covering increased employment im supplying pro- 
ductions heretofore made abroad, and in sendipg 
Our home productions tw foreign countries Ali 
thatthe Government can do with dus /imited 
powers it ought to do to encourage, protect, and 
foster labor 

And |i can say of our laws and institutions that 
they are far more favorable to the laboring man 
than those of any other country, and auy idea, or 
reiorm, or measure that ie proposed to relieve and 
protect labor. finds in the Republican party its 
earnest and sympathetic advocate. That party has 
done morefor the protection and development of 
labor than any other. Our Constitution and laws 
guarantee tc every man egual civil and political 
rights. Property w more equally distributed nau 
elsewhere except in France, and, excluding the 
negroes, Who but retently acquired the right to 
vote, a greater portion of our citizens are prop- 
erty- holders. Ore than two-thirds of our voters, 
witb this exception. are property-holders, and the 
rest want tobe, hope to be, and can be. This 
country of ours is not the permanent fieid for 
tramps and Communists. Our laws for ihe dis- 
tripution of property tend directly and rapidly to 
distribute large estates. Property here is required 
— pay more tribute to labor tuan In any country in 

e world. 


GOVERNMENT WILL PROTECT LABOR. 


Property educates the children. maintaing all your 
charitable institutions,. maintains your streets, 
toads, and local improvements, and all parts of 
national, State, and local government. The very 
few taxes that attach to those who have no prop- 
erty are on — tobacco, and beer, which are 
voluntary taxes. It the Government can do more 
to protect labor, it will. It offers to every citizen a 
homestead on the public . Itoffers every 
man an equal chance. E office and honor is 
open to equal competition, and it gives to no man 
rank, title, or advantage except what he himself 
acquires. Thisis all that afree government can 
do. It cannot take the property of the rich and 
divide it smong the poor. It cannot, as is pro- 
posed, take the public treasure. collected by 
taxes, and distribute it in amy other way except 
for the limited proper objects provided for by the 
Constitution, u cannot control contracts men 
make with each other, where 
they are grossly vio- 
late public policy. Its spent 
when it secures freedom, equality. and an equal 
chance in the race of life. hile the * les 
of the Republican Party must ever be with the 
laboring man, it cannot violate the fundamental 
principles of free government to favof any class, 
or refuse to protect any class in the enjoyment of 
life, property, and the fruit of their own labor. 

In the general managewent of your affairs the 
Republican party has done all that it could do to 
develop the national resources and maintain the 
national honor, to protect all men in equal rights. 
to secure to all men equal 2232 and an equal 
chance in life, and that is ready to adopt any 
proper and constitational mode of relieving dis- 
tress, and advancing the interests of any portion 
of the people. I can safely appeal to all of you 
who have shared in the honors and labors of this 
party. to still stand by ite flag, now thatthe dif-

Mr. Sherman said that the trade-dollar was 
not a legal-tender, but it is worth 90 cents as 
bullion.

To the second question he answered that the 
Government did not receive dollar for dollar 
for the trade-doliar, but received one and one- 


‘half cents for coining each dollar for private 


bullion owners; that was all. It was the miller 
that ground the grist for a small percentage. 

To the third question he replied that the bul- 
lion owner did receive the trade-doilar for ex- 
portation to China,—a device made to give bim 
a market for his bullion,—and upon the fall of 
silver it was perverted by him as a means of 
cheating our own people. 
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GEN. GARFIELD. 
HIS SPEECH AT MASSILLON, o., AU. 24, 1878. 
At a Republican mass-meetin in Massil- 
lon, O., on Saturday eveni 24, Gen. 
Garfield made a speech, from extract 


the following: 
Senator Tharman., in his late speeoh at Hamilton, 
gives his unqualified indorsement to the Ohio plat- 
iorm which demands the absolute repeal of the 
Resumption act, and that, too, when resumption 
is almost accomplishe he only pretext offered 
by the Ohio Democrac¥ for demanaing its repeal, 
is the charge thatthe business’ distress of the 
country has been caused by the operations of the 
Resumption law. and by what they call the mer- 
ciless policy of contracting the currency, hoarding 
gold, and mereasing the value of money. This 
charge is both reckiess and unjust. I ask every 


man who believes in this allegation to wrestie with 


the soleus facts: In 1800, a year of peace, and, 
at 2 of fair prosperity. u year of Democratic 
rule, this country had $207,000,000 of paper 
currency. Up to that time $215. 000, was 
the largest amount of paper currency ever 
in circulation at any one time in tunis coun- 
try. Banking was free in most of the 
States, and bankers were issuing all the currency 
they could keep in circulation. No one then 
claimed that there was an insufficient volume of 
currency, and I doubt whether any reasonable man 
will now claim that the 9 of 1860 was in- 
sutncient in amount. No in the month of June, 
1873, just before the great panic struck us, our 
outstanding paper currency was $750, 000, 000, or 
more than three times the ameunt in 1860. In the 
face of this fact, will any manjof intelligence say 
that the panic of 73 was caused by an insufficient 
volume of paper currency’ The volume in 1873 

as greater than if had been in the six previous 

ears. It was fifty millions greater thaa it 1870. 
In fact. the panic of ‘74, like all its predecessors, 
occurred when taere Was ap inflated and increas- 
ing volume of Currency aud éredit: and 1 do not 
hesitate to declare that inflation was one of the 
leading causes of that panic. On this point 
I fortify myself by the great authority of 
Senator Thurman. On the 24th of March, 
1874, a newspaper extract was read in the 
Senate stating that Senator Tharman, in his cam- 
paign speeches, had bone pe — the pahic as the 
result of an effort to force the resumptiondf svecie- 
payments. In reply the Senator deneunced this 
statement as untrue, declared tuat he never atter- 
ed such an idea, anti he then set forth with master- 
ful clearness the real causes of the panic, namely: 
overtrading, running too much in debt, emoarking 
in unremunerative enterprises, and notably in the 
North Pacific Kaflroad enterprise. These were the 
causes which the Senator assigned fur the panic 
It u far too late inthe day forthe Democracy t 
charge the business depression of this country 
upon the Resumption law. 
Ciless contractiou,”’ and would have the people 
believe that even nowthe pressure of the hard 
times ia caused by an fusuficient citcnlatme me- 
dium. I deny in toto the truth of this allegation, 
and challenge them to make it good. From the 
otticial reports of the 200th of June last it appears 
that there are now outetanding “in this country 
$58,000,000 of paver currency werth . 904, 
cents on the dollar. Its real puscaasing power is 
therefore $684, 000,000. There nas deen but one 
year in our history woea the purchasing power of 
our paper money Was greater inan it is to-day, and 
tnat was 1874, When the Secretary of the Treasury 
reissued 826. 000, 000 of greenbac&s in the vain at- 
tempt to stay the progress of the panics. The de- 
crease in face value of our paper currency has been 
more than compensated by the increase of its pur- 
chuemg power, 

GROUNDS FOR RESUMPTION, 


In reply to al) assatlants, we base the policy of 
resumption on these impregnable grounds: 

Frei- the puolic faith Gemandsit. By all the 
solemn pledzes which a nation can give, the res- 
toration of spece-payment was prbmieed when the 
greenback was i¢sued. That promise ought to have 
deen kept long ago; and ic is as unpatriolic as it is 
dishonest to attempt to prevent its falfitiment now. 

Second— the highest interests both uf labor and 
of capital demand resumption. UL necertainty is the 
worst element thai can enter into the ba-<iness ca 
culations of men; and the uncertainty which leg- 
isiutivn brings id the worst form of uncertainty. 
‘The Governmem must get oat of the way and ict 
prosperity return. It can do this best by patting 
M out ot the power of Congress to change our 
value by its votes. 

IA The chief hardships of resumption have 
already deeu endured. When the law was passed 
in 1875, our paper money was ata aiscount of 11 
percent. Since then it siowly and steadily 
become better month by month, until now it is 
but half a cent pst.

Fearing that even by tne repeal of the Resump- 
tion act they may not now de able to prevent the 
restoration of specie- payments, the Ohio. Democ- 
racy are determined to take such Wange pleps us 
shall render resumption impossible. ey demand 
the abolition of the National Banks and the issue 
of $324, 000. 000 of gfeenbacks mn place af the Na- 
uonal-Bank notes to be destroyed. The obdjections 
to this are: a 

Firat That it is a flat violation of the Constita- 
tion. Every Democratic member of the 0 
Court has declared that even our present issue of 
greenbacks Je unconstitutional. .The majority of 
that Court defended them only as a war measure. 
No lawyer believes {hat the Court will sustain an 
additional wsue of greenbacks in time oi peace. 
Gen. Ewing has virtuaily admitted this; for last 
winter he introduced a resolution, waich ia now 
ponding before Congress, so to amend the Consti- 
tution as to make the issue of Treasury notes law- 
ful in time of peace; yet the Democracy demand 
just this unconstitutional legislation. 

Second—The proposed supstitution renders re- 
sumption impossible. As theflaw now stanus, the 
Government must maintain $40, 000, 000 of green- 
backs at par with coin, and the Treasury is amply 
able todo it. The National Banks are required to 
maren aoreast the Government, aud at 
their own expense keep their own notes at 
par. The Democracy propose to telease the 
banks from this duty and throw the whole burden 
upon the Treasury and the poeple. By an addi- 
tional issue of 8324. 000. 000 of greenpacks tacy 
make the Treasury responsidle for maiataining 
$070, 000, 000 of the paper, E.ery intelligent man 
knows that the Treasury cannot keep. so large.a 
volume at par. 

TaAird—) bis substitution would entail grifvous 
burdens upon the taxpayers of the country. As 
the law now stands greenbacks are exempt from 
taxation. Poor men, who hold but few, gain little 
advantage from this exemption; but it is a well+ 
known practice of our capttatists to but their sur- 
plus means into greenbacks on the day when the 
State assessment for taxation is e, and thus. 
escape a large share of the public bardens. Both 
the stock and notes of National Banks are subject 
to heavy taxation. The Government taxes their 
circulation and the States tax their stock and out- 
standing notes. From 1866 to 1876, inclusive, the 
States and the nation recetved $187, 000, oO of tas es 
from the National Banks. The Democracy propose 
to abandon all this aud create in its mend a 
privileged currency of $224,000,000, whitch will 
be exempt from taxation. 

fourth—L this attempt is successful it will re- 
sult in the restoration of the wretched State bank 
system that prevaited before the War. No man of 
intelligence will pretend that the business of this, 
country can be carried on without banking fact 
ties. Statistica show that nearly 9Oeper cent of 
our exchanges are carried on by meadus of bank 
checks, drafts, and commercial hills, and only 10 
per cent oy the actual ase of money. For the 
uses of modern exchange the bank is as necessary 
as tif@-ratlroad is for transportation. Now we have 
anniform system, open to all citizens, carefully 
guarded by national legislation, which makes tne 
vili-bolder more secure than any banking system 
this country has ever known, and which greatly 
increases the security of depositors. The peopie 
must choose between this national system and the 
old State system, which, in other years, led the 
country to such fatal results. Who 
does not remember that the old State banks 
represented ail varieties of condition and 
credit. They were solvent, suspended. closed, 
wound up, broken, as the wisdom or folly, the 
honesty or rascality of their managers dictated. 
Tneir notes had no uniformity of value, and nearly 
all of them, especially of the West and South, lost 
heavily in value when carried beyond the limits of 
the State in which they were issued. Examine a 
bauk- note reporter for 1866, and consider the 
mass of trash that conetituted the currepaecy of the 
country. In only nine States of the Unien did the 
law require the circulation to be secured by State 
bonds. From 1851 to 1863 there were ciglity- ning 
failures of Iilinots banks. Witbin that period the 
holders of lijinois currency lost $3,000,000 by the 
failures and gepreciation of the notes, besides the 
still greater loss to depositors and customers. 
thirty-six broken banks of Wisconsin during the 
samc period only six redeemed their notes at so 
high a rate as 80 cents on the dollar. Even in 1860 


the report of eightcén States showed that out of 
closed, 


1,231 banks, 147 were broken, 234 were 
and 131 were veariy worthiess, 

Fifth—A fatal eojection to the. substitution of 
greenbacks for National-Bank notes is this, that it 
makes a complete divorce between the business of 
the country and the volume of its circulating we- 
dium. Now, under free bankiug, the volume will 
increase or diminish actording to the demands or 
business. Under the vroposed system of issuing, 
all our paper money directly fgom_ the Treasury. 
the volume must depend upon the uncertain caprice 
of Congress. There never was and never Will be a, 
Legislature wise enough to fix by aby arbitrary 
rule the proper volume of circulation. What may 
be sufficient for ane month may be instiffiridnt or 
too great for the next. The fickle and changing 
opinions of Congress are an unsafe besig op which! 
to regulate the volume of all ousineas transactions 
of the country. 
this question, [appeal to the Thurman Of March,. 
18714. whep in the Senate he uttered theses brave 
and earnest words: 

Are we reprred to declare that under a Government 
which o atnhers meant, if they meaht anything, 
should be a hard money Government, bus which pas 
drifted @ long Way from thelr intention, do we now.

Poison in the Peach -Stone. 
Sctentific American 

A fatal case of poisoning by peach-stones, 
which is noted in the French papers as having 
recently occurred im Paris, should serve as 2 
warning to families in which children are 
allowed to look after themselves for bours at a 
time. Probably very few adults themselves 
know how powonous peach-stones are. 
The victim of the recent accident in 
Paris secreted the stones of num- 
ber of peaches, and, obtaining a hammer. 
when left alone, broke them oben industriously 
and ate them: the result being that be was fa- 
tally potsoned by hydrocyanic (prussic) acd. 
Since the peach season is now upon us, it @ a6 
well to explain what quantity of poison the 
peach-stone possesses. Writers on toxicolory 
state that one ounce of the kernels contain 
about ove grain of pure prussic acid, and this 
quantity, it is well known, is sufficient to kill 
any adult person. Even two-thirds of a grain 
has very oiten proved fatal, and, indeed, may 
well be regarded as a fatal dose for any caild.

SHERMAN’S TOLEDO SPEECH. 

We print elsewhere the speech of the Hon. 
Jom Sunna, Secretary of the Treasury, 
delivered yesterday at Toledo, O. It is grat- 
ifying to find it frank, plain-spoken, and 
comprehensive; and a wide-spread and care - 
ful perusal will undoubtedly make converts 
among the honest and intelligent people to 
the financial policy of the Republican party, 
which he understands thoroughly and repre- 
sents fairly. His speech may be divided into 
two parts, viz.: (1) a consideration of the 
finance question per se, and (2) an answer to 
the recent speech of Judge Tuurmay, in whieh 
that distingaished Democrat deserted his 
lifelong convictions in order to train with the 
Democrats of the Voonnzxs,and Ewine 
school. : 

In the direct exposition of the financial 
policy of the Republican party, Mr. Sunn 
MAN started out by saying that it demands 
the largest amount of currency that can 
be maintained at par with the established 
coin of the country.” This is an accurate 
statement of the case, and such currency 
includes gold, silver, paper, and the minor 
coins received at a fixed value by common 
consent and maintained at par by redemption 
on demand. To maintain gold, silver, and 
the Government paper currency in circula- 
tion is the aim of Secretary Suenman, and 
in this effort he has the hearty support of 
the Republican party and the material as- 
sistance of laws passed by the Republican 
party. The greenback is the creation of the 
Republican party; it was from the begin- 
ning and always has been a note of the 
Government promising coin-payment. After 
a gradual appreciation, going ou for years 
under the influence of wise laws and reduced 
expenditures, that greenback is now within 
4 of 1 per cent of par with coin, and the 
Government is prepared to make good its 
promise of maintaing it at par with coin 
on and after Jan. 1, next. Mr. Surs- 
maN has $209,011,753 of coin actually 
in the Treasury, and $134,580,000 of that sum 
in absolute excess of all coin obligations, 
which is equivalent to more than 35 per cent 
of the outstanding notes. There is further 
provision of law and an abundant supply of 
coin to increase this redemption-fund by the 
sale of bonds, uf there should be any demand 
beyond the coin on hand,—a thing which can- 
not reasonably be apprehended. All the 
preliminary steps leading up to this safe and 
honorable condition of the American finances 
have been made without any embarrassment 
to the credit of the nation, and have been 
accompanied bya steady fall in gold; indeed, 
the national credit has been materially im- 
proved by a reduction in the rates of interest, 
by an increase in the amount of the debt 
held at home, and by an unparalleled growth 
in the foreign sale of American products. 
The question, then, is between a uniform 
and stable currency of gold, silver, and paper 
on the one hand, and a depreciated, vacil- 
lating, unequal, uncertain, and irredeem- 
able flat currency on the other, and the 
choice, whether for the credit of the nation 
ox the advantage of the people, is plainly in 
favor of the former. Mr. SaerMan says: 


I can imagine howa man deeply in debt and 
hoping to escape bankruptcy may desire to water 
the money in which his debt is to be paid, but why 
should a laboring man whose daily toil is measured 
by the money be receives desire to cheapen that 
money’ Why shoulda farmer who solle his pro- 
ductions fer money desire to lessen its purchasing 
power? Why should a prudent, thrifty, industri- 
ous man, engaged in any occupation whe hopes by 
his thrift and industry to accumulate for himself a 
competence, desire to have his labor measured by 
a money of unstable value’ It is the interest of 
every one engaged in industrious employments, 
who is not a specniator or a broker, to have a fixed 
standard of value. It any of you whe labor are 
farmers, mechanics, or gelong to any of the in 
dustrial classes of life, and have hope of benefit 
from a depreciated money, you will be greatly 
mised. 


All that portion of his speech preceding 
this conclusion is especially valuable because 
it shows clearly what resumption actuaily 
means. It is not further contraction, not 
the abolition of all paper currency, not lim- 
itation to an inadequate supply of coin, as 
the Nationals and Ewine Democrats assert, 
but the only means of rendering available 
the entire stock of gold, silver, and paper 
money at a uniform and the highest purchas- 
ing value. 

That portion of the speech in which Mr. 
SHERMAN handles his former colleague in the 
Senate, Mr. Tuurnmay, is equally valuable 
for its clear exposure of the numerous soph- 
isms enunciated by Thun in order to 
justify his recantation of former opinions 
and bis acceptance of Ewr1ne’s wild doctrine. 
First, Mr. SaenMan attacks tho proposition 
to substitute greenbacks (legal-tender) for 
National-Bank notes, along with the propo- 
sition to repeal the Resumption act. This 
course would increase the forced Govern- 
ment loan, bearing no interest, up to 
$670,000,000, or $270,000,000 in excess 
of the limit of the war-issue, which 
alone is constitutional. All Mr. Sxer- 
MAN says on this subject is correct in 
view of the fact that Emo and Tuvsman 
advocate the substitution of legal-tender 
notes (not Treasury notes corresponding to 
the National-Bank notes and orly redeemable 
in legal-tender); and Mr. Tevremay, in his 
insane scramble to cut under Ewrne and 
Cary, will regret that he went so far. Mr. 
SHERMAN also answers categorically some of 
the objections which Taurman urged against 
the National-Bank system, but at the same 
time disclaims any further affection for that 
system than attaches to its continued use- 
fulness. Among other things, Tavnwin 
said that the National-Bank currency means 
the indefjnite perpetuation of the public 
debt.” A very conclusive answer to this 18 
furnished by the fact that National-Bank 
charters are limited to twenty years, and 
may be abolished by act of Congress at any 
time. Another objection was that the sys- 
tem constantly threatensacombination of the 
money-power for political purposes. This is 
settled by the simple statement that if you 
convene ten Bank Presidents you will have 
ten different opinions, while party organiza- 
tion brings even Judge Tuunnax and Tom 
Ewmo on the same platform. Judge Tnun-

THE RAILROAD FREIGHT POOL. 

Mr. J. H..Rurrer, the General Traffic 
Manager of the New York Central Railroad, 
seems to be an enthusiast upon the subject 
of pooling, aud has delivered himself of his 
opinions to a representative of the New York 
Vines with a degree of assurance and com- 
placency that is remarkable even for a rail- 
rond man. It adds to the refreshing cool- 
ness of Mr. Rutter, as the panegynist of the 
pool; that he assumes to speak for the ship- 
per as well as for the carrier, and for the 
farmers as well as for the railroads, in declar- 
ing what will be for the best interests of 
each. In point of fact, Mr. Rurrer declares 
ex cat edru- The adoption of high rates on 
East and West bound freights will prove ben- 
eficial to shippers and the railroad companies 
alike,” because it will stop undercutting aud 
fix rates firmly and arbitrarily, so that every 
shipper will know how much he as well as 
all his competitors have to pay for transpor- 
tation, and will have a stable basis for com- 
putation of expenses. 

With all respect for Mr. Rorrrn's expe- 
rience in transportation, we submit that this 
is a very Utopian view of pooling. While un- 
dercutting is not beneficial to railroads, 
it is beneficial to shippers, as it 
very often saves them from extortion, and 
every shipper knows now as well as he will 
when the pooling: basis is established what 
he and his competitors have to pay for 
transportation. We can conceive that if the 
object of pooling were to reduce rates and 
maintain low prices of freight, pooling would 
be beneficial, but unfortunately this is notthe 
objest, as Mr. Rurrer shows very clearly, 
although indirectly. The pool is bent upon 
higher rates, aud this is not beneficial, be- 
cause higher charges only lessen the receipts 

the producer, and no eloquence of Mr. 

‘scan ever convince a farmer or a 
shipper that it is beneficial to him to pay a 
high rate of freight in orderthat he may 
receive less per bushel for his grain or live 
stock. 

In his eulogium of the pool-system Mr. 
Rurrer does not seem to be aware of the 


temper of the people, or to recognize their 


familiarity with this old, old story of higher 
rates which the d roads give them annually 
abut ths time of year when navigation 
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cents per ot. for wheat, equivalent to about 
25 cents per bushel, and 23 cents for corn, 
and 18 cents for oats, or nearly twice 
the present prices, and thinks such a rate 
would be beneficial to the railronis and the 
shippers! Undoubtedly it would be a nice 
thing for the roads. The farmers and grain- 
buyers of the West, however, will so far fail 
to regard it as beneficial to themselves that 
they will hold their grain all winter, and 
until navigation opens, before they will ship 
it on the pool roads at any such figure, or 
accept the small prices they would have 
to receive after such freights were taken 
out. It is all very well for the 
pool representatives to get together at some 
fashionable summer resort, enjoy the lux- 
urious living of some elegant hotel, have 
a roaring good time socially, and con- 
fer with one another over their cham- 
paghe upon pomts of business; but when 
such a meeting develops into a conspiracy to 
put up rates by a combination that cuts off 
competition and makes one gigantic monop- 
oly, then the farmers and shippers will re- 
fuse to ratify the proceedings. 

If one thing 1s more certain than another 
in this matter, it is that the producers will 
not stand a re-establishment of the old high 
prices. They are in no temper for it. They 
will patiently wait until water communica- 
tion is restored, and meanwhile the pool will 
have to climb down. If the monopolists 
want to drive millions of bushels down the 
Mississippi or provoke Congress to establish 
maximum prices, they will go on with their 
pooling for high prices, but it would be wise 
for them to reflect that the producers, the 
great party of the second part, understand 
the pooling business as well as Mr. Rurrer 
or any other of the railroad men, and will 
not stand this constant changing and ad- 
vancing of freights. There has been 80 
much light thown upon this subject recently 
that they can see through the thinness of 
Mr. Rurrsr’s plea that the pool will be ben- 
éeficial to the public. It is a bad time to in- 
crease the tax on the farming community. 


A NEW CONFEDERATE DODGE. 
A Confederate lawyer of Charleston, S. C., 


has at last discovered a method of securing 
the colored vote of that State which deserves 
to be patented. In his address to an andi- 
ence of colored men he thus laid before 
them his plan: 


Each of you represent $900. Yon wonld have 
brought that in 1860. You were freed without our 
consent, and now, if you will vote the Democratic 
ticket, we will make the Yankees pay for you. and 
then we will 7 half of the money. There 
stands old Uncle dim. lie has a wife and eight 
children, for which the North will have to pay 
$9. 000, one-half of which I wil! give him, and the 
balance keep. Then he will not be dependent 
upon charity. 


It can hardly be possible that the average 
Charleston negro will be so ignorant as to 
go into this Confederate gift-enterprise with- 
out some better security than is here offered, 
or that he is going to sell, vut his vote for 
#450 without some better collateral than a 
Confederate stump-speech. In case any of 
them should be inelined to swallow this very 
trausparent bait, we would suggest to them 
that the North, while it has a great deal of 
sympathy for them, and will do anything to 
ameliorate their condition and advance their 
interests, hasn't the slightest intention of 
paying $900 or nine cents for any one of 
them. This little tax cannot be collected 
without a worse fight than the last one. The 
North has an idea that it discharged 
its obligation to the negro when 
it gave him his freedom, and does 
not recognize any obligation to the 
owner of any description. As there is, there- 
fore, a large element of doubt in this little 
job, it would be well for each negro before 
he sells his vote to ask the buyer to put up 
$450 as collateral, and hold it until the 
Brigadiers collect it from the North. This 
would not only place bim upon the safe side, 
so far as the financial consideration is con- 
cerned, but it would bea very fair test of 
the sincerity of the Brigadiers, not only as 
regards their individual promise, but also as 
regards the validity of the claim. 

While the negroes are about it, they might 
as well claim the whole $900. If they rep- 
resent $900 each, then there is no good 
reason why they should not have the whole 
amount. We do not see what the Brigadiers 
have todo with the money, or why the negroes 
should divide with them. They certainly 
never divided anything with the negroes. 
They did not even pay them for their labor. 
They reserved the right to buy them, sell 
them, own them, lash them, torture them, 
hunt them with blood-hounds, brand them, 
and kill them; but we have never heard 
that they divided profits with them or paid 
wages to them. Let the negro, therefore, de- 
mand of the first Brigadier who offers to di- 
vide with him for the consideration of his 
vote that he shall put up the whole $900 in 
cash in his hands, with the stipulation that 
he will return half of it when the Brigadier 
collects full value from the North. In other 
words, the negro should request the Briga- 
dier to put up or shut up. If he puts up, 
the negro will have an opportunity to get 
his forty acres and a mule and bold them 
without fear of disturbance during the re- 
mainder of his days, and hand them down as 
heirlooms—if the mule lives long enough— 
to his children. If he shuts up, the negro 
may as well conclude that the Brigadier has 
been giving bim the thinnest sort of Confed- 
erate taffy. 


A recent convert to Fiatism writes: 

Jam one of the million that have but lately com- 
menced itivestigating the causes that underlie the 
wreck Of our prosperity. Almost the first question 
that presented itself to my mind ix, What objection 
can there be to the issuing of, say two billions 
Unted States Treasury notes, bascd upon the en- 
tire wealth of the nation, as an exclusive currency, 
and thus relegating gold and silver, if need be, to 
their natural status of simple commodities’ 


As this fiat money is not to be redeemed in 
coin or property on demand of the holder, 
we can see no sense or object in “ basing it 
upon the entive wealth of the nation.” As it 
is not to be redeemed, itcan only be based on 
faith or moonshine, And, furthermore, what 
is the use in limiting the proposed issue of 
fiat to two billions? If that amonnt will re- 
store our ‘‘ wrecked prosperity” in part why 
not issue ten thousand millions to restore it 
in whole? The correspondent asks, ‘‘ What 
is the objection to issuing 2,000 millions 
of Treasury notes?” This may be answered 
Yankee fashion by asking, What is the object 
of so doing? If this mass of paper would 
not be cheaper than currency now is, the 
“poor man” woul have to work just as 
many hours then as now to obtain a dollar of 
it. But suppose the effect would be to 
cheapen it three-quarters, so that the poor 
man could earn four dollars of the inflated 
currency to one of the present money, and 
then have to pay out four dollars for one for 
expense of living, in what way would the in- 
flation make times better for him? The 
country has now 670 millions of paper cur- 


_rency, one-half of it legal-tender, the other 


half redeemable in legal-tender, and the 
whole of it redeemable in coin after the Ist 
of January, 1879. This amount, with what 
silver and gold are in dirculation, ap- 
pears to make an abundant circulat-

part of the currency is idle, the holders not 
being able to find profitable employment for 
it either in their own business or to loan to 
others. If it were not for the fact that the cur- 
rency is redeemable in coin a few months 
hence, it would not be so near par in value. 
Curren¢y cannot be kept in actual cireule- 
tion beyond the needs of trade and com- 
merce. If more than enough for such pur- 
pose be issued, it either lies idle in bank- 
vaults if redeemable, or it depreciates if irre- 
deemable down to a point where the pur- 
chasing power of the mass only equals the 
actual wants of business. It is questionable 
whether more than 450 millions of 
paper money have kept in active circu- 
lation during the last year; the rest has 
been idle. But if the enrrency were perma- 
nently irredeemable it would unquestionably 
depreciate to a figure whete the whole mass 
would have a purchasing power of perhaps 
450 millions of dollars, or about 66 per cent. 
Gold would be quoted at something like 150. 
But the Fiatists want to start off with an 
emission of 2,000 millions of irredeemable 
paper. What would it be worth? Under 
the most favorable circumstances its pur- 
chasing power would not exceed 500 millions 
in coin, and each paper dollar would have 
less exchangeable value than a silver 25-cent 
piecer Property measured by such kind of 
money would look very valuable, but three- 
fourths of the value would be sheer delusion. 
We have not been able to comprehend how 
a currency worth 25 cents on tho dollar 
would restore good times, or enable the 
working man to earn a better living than he 
now does.

Then why delude yourselves with the 
idea that, ift you taxed Government bonds they 
would be‘any more likely toturn un for taxation 
than these State or railroad bonds’ If you succeed 
in taxing bonds you merely place upon your shou!- 
ders an additional burden of $40,000,000. Gow 
ernment bonds never could, nor never should, be 


taxed.

SENATOR PATTERSON—HOW WADE HAMPTON IS 

PURSUING HIM—THE ATTEMPTED EXTHADI- 

TION—A POSSIBLE BARGAIN INVOLVING RESIG- 

NATION OF A SENATORIAL SEAT—ROMANTIC 

INCIDENT OF THE CAMERONS. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 24.—Wade Hamp- 
ton is reported to have said, when the proposi- 
tion for general amnesty was pending between 
the President of the United States and the Gov- 
ernor of South Carolina, that there were two 
personsin South Carolina that public opinion 
would pot permit to come withing the provis- 
ions of any amnesty. Those two persons were 
John J. Patterson and Kimpton. Tue attempt 
now making to secure the extradition of Kimp- 
ton from the Massachusetts authorities is well 
known. There are indications that like at- 
tempts will be made to obtain Patterson. There 
are mauy movements of the South Carolina 
authorities looking to thisend. Indecd, this 
belief does not depend upon any indications. 
The direct statement of Judge Youmans, Attor- 
ney-General of the State, is, that the South 
Carolina authorities will not only attempt to 
obtain Patterson, but expect to secure 
bim. The term of Patterson as 
United States Senator expires March 
4 next. Until that time, unless the 
District of Columbia Courts change their opin- 
ion, rendered last spring, Patterson will be ex- 
empt from arrest while ip attendance upon the 
sessions of the Senate. But it is probable that 
new attempts will be made to secure his extra- 
dition from here, notwithstanding the decision 
of the District of Columbia court-authorities. 
fhese new attempts will undoubtedly be sup- 
ported by the report of the South Carolina In- 
vestigating Committee, which had not been 
made at the time the former effort to secure 
Patterson failed. Whether these disclosures 
will strengthen the case against him remains, of 
vourse, to be determined. 

THE CAMERONS AND WADE HAMPTON. 

But, after March 4 next, Pattergou will not be 
able toshield himself behind the’ door of the 
United States Senate-Chamber. His place of 
retuge will undoubtedly be Pennsylvania. 
There he enjoys the friendship of the Camerons, 
who will undoubtedly use their efforts to pre- 
vent his extradition from that State. Indeed, 
there are stories that Gov. Hartrantt will cer- 
tainly decline to recognize any demands upon 
him by the South Carolina authorities for the 
extradition of Patterson. 

There is an incident—whether true or not, I 
wili not undertake to say—which is reported to 
be the occasion of the intense opposition of the 
Camerons to Wade Hampton, and to account in 
part for their interest in Patterson. <A brother 
of Simon Cameron, or some near male relative, 
was shot, ia one of the last years of the War, on 
the battie-field, under peculiar circumstances. 
Gen. Hampton was a leader of the opposing 
forces, and the Camerons are understood to 
have believed that tiampton shot that kinsman 
in the battle, knowing him to be a Cameron. 
At all events, the sword and sash of the fullen 
Cameron came into the possession of Hampton. 
The Camerous are Scotch in their claunishness 
and their batred. If this incident is true, it 
might serve to explain many things in the rela- 
tions af the Camerons, both to Hampton and to 
the Administration. 

SOUTH CAROLINA NEMESIS. 

The following taik with a visiting South Car- 
Olina statesman conlirms these views. Said he: 

* There is little doubt that Gov. Wade Hamp- 
ton has issued another requisition for Senator 
Patterson, and that attempts will be made to 
obtain a requisition tor him from Gov. Hart- 
ranit, of Pennsylvania. Gentlemen familiar 
wich South Carolina politics say that Wade 
Hampton is forcea by public opinion tu do this, 
and that the argument that he is compelled to 
put to himself is this: 

“There has been a protracted Legislative in- 
quiry into the acts of the carpet-bag State Gov- 
ernment, and large frauds have been discovered. 
Yet nobody has beep punished. A great many 
persons have been indicted, and a few have been 
sent to jail; but they have been pardoned.

THE MOONSHINE WAR.

M’VICKER’S THEATRE. 

The generous enthusiasm which found audt- 
ble and visible expression on Saturday evening 
over the first representation here ot Diplo- 
macy ’’ was again heard, seen, and felt very dis- 
tinctly last night. The play has made a very 
palpable hit in Chicago, as it is authentically re- 
ported to have done wherever it was presented 
to any intelligent assemblage. Its production 
in this city was attended with some unforeseen 
troubles to the management, but happily these 
have proved no hindrance to the artistic success 
of the piece. Two valid reasons may be given 
forthe easy overcoming of the difficulties al- 
luded to. One is, that the play is intrinsically 
a clever and interesting work, not wholly de- 
pending upon the individual merit of the actors; 
and the other fs, that the management was for- 
tunate in being enabled to supply the cast with 
actors who thoroughly appreciated the work. 
The original cast in New York included Lester 
Wallack, Fred Robinson, and Rose Coghlan, but 
the elimination of these favorite performers by 
no means proved detrimental to its popularity 

en the play went to San Francisco. Nor has 
the death of Mr. Montague—much as we would 
have wished to see him —been found to interfere 
to any serious extent with the general desire to 
witness the play itself. 

“Diplomacy” is an effective and brilliant 
drama. It has been generally regarded as one 
of Sardou's best. In tue 172 Anglicised 
version, in which undoubtedly several Anglo- 
Saxon ünprovements have been made by the 
adapters, there is all the point and spirit of the 
French school, and a surprising absence of what 
we are accustomed to call its Frenchiness,—by 
which is usually meant the introduction of mar- 
ital improprieties as the central feature of the 
action. Diplomacy,“ in this respect, is excep- 
tionally pure in tone, and, as fey the moral 
to be drawn from it, that may safely be 
committed to the care of those who 
go to the theatre, or who read novels, solely 
for that purpose. The plot of the piece is ex- 
ceedingly simple, and might be stated in three 
sentences, and if one were to judge of it by a 
mere report it would seem to be a very com- 
mouplace affair in which to enlist our sympa- 
thies. It is in the admirable tact displayed in 
piling incident on incident, and evoiving strik- 
ing situations out of a plot which is by no 
means intricate, that the art of the dramatist is 
telt. An in ing adventures falls in love 
withaman. She pilfers an important docu- 
ment from him out of revenge and 
contrives her rival seem the 
thief. is the whole story in 
a nutshell, and it is on the unraveling of the 
web thus woven around an innocent woman that 
the interest of the action is made to turn. The 
first act is little else than an introduction to the 
various characters that are to participate in the 
action, and yet it is not uninteresting, although 
to our taste it is somewhat unnecessarily pro- 
longed. However, the second act makes ample 
amends, abounding as it does with situations 


of dramatic interest, and, mete = the 
spectator is never for a moment ept in 
suspense as to how the pilot is to be 


unraveled, the attentron is concentrated upon the 
unraveling of it in a wonderfully skillful way. 
The fact that not a man or woman in the 
audience was seen to leave their seats till the 
curtain fell must be regarded as a striking proof 
of this. 

The present company deserves very high 
praise for the general excellence of the per- 
formance. Some of the principal characters are 
assumed for the first time by the ladies and 
gentlemen, and, in consideration of this fact, 
the smoothness and force of the representation 
is all the more creditable. As the piece is prob- 
ably destined to have an extended run, there 
will be sufficient opportunity again to note their 
individual characteristics.

FINANCIAL. 


Tue Chicago banks are much embarassed by the 
scarcity of small bills. The country banks when 
they order currency generally want sma!) bills, and 
it is now becoming impossible to supply them. 
Where banks have usually carried $10, 000 in email 
bills they now find on band only a few hundreds of 
dollars’ worth. This scarcity of bills of small de- 
nem! evista both in National Bank notes 
and in greenbacks. It was at first nouueed only that 
$1 an@$2 bills were scarce, but now $5, $10, and 
$20 notes are hard to get. Several of our banks 
ransacked the town yesterday to fill their orders 
and had to give it up. The scarcity is attributed by 
‘some to the operations of the Treasury, which is 
assumed to be seeking in this way to be making 
a place for the subsidiary silver, and the new 
coinage of standard doilars. There can be no 
doubt that the dieappearance of small bills, which 
bas been noticed several months, has @iven room 
w silver. Complaints about superabyndance of 
silver change are not as frequent now as they used 
to be, although, of course, the token coinage can 
take the place of full legal-tender paper money to 
only a slight extent. The present is a favorable 
moment for the Government to give a wide circula- 
tion to the standard silver dollar now being coined. 
The circular issued by the Government about trade 
and Mexican dollars bas thrown them out of circu- 
lation. As was shown in the account published in 
Tue Tun on Sunday of an interview with the 
Cashier of the Fifth National Bank, the national 
depository of this city, the only obstacle 
to the circulation of millions of the 
new silver doliars is the cost of trans- 
portation. There is a popular demand and need 
forthem. This is proved by the large circulation 
ovtamed by the trade and Mexican dollars. But 
the Government, as was shown in that article, pays 
the cost of transportation only as far as the near- 
est Sub-Treasury or national depository. Any one 
who wants silver at any point beyond must pay the 
express charges, amounting to $2 to $4 per $1,000 
between points east of the Missouri River, and be- 
yond that still more. This averages much more 
than twice as much as is charged for the transpor- 
tation of currency. The Government sells the sil- 
ver dollars at par in greenbacks, and, if it would 
transport the coin to the place where it was want- 
ed, coula distribute it as fast as it was coined, and 
could dietribute it so that it would not return to 
the Gnancial centres to be paid back in customs 
aues and bond sabscriptions. 

Tae country orders for currency were large, as 
is usually the case on Mondays. The price of New 
York exchange was 75@80c per $1, 000 discount. 

The loan market was dull. The supply of paper 
was not arge, though it has recentiy shown some 
improvement. Rates of discount were 6@10 per 
cent at the banks to regular customers. Special 
rates can be made to good outside borrowers on 
cali. 

The clearings were $3, 300. 000.

Alexander Hamilton and the Hurricane.

In this time of terrible tornadoes, it is inter- 
esting to recail the historical mcident that Al- 
exander Hamilton was actually ** made” by a 
hurricane. He was bv birth a West-Indian, and 
when he was a ad ot 15, while be was a clerk 
in tae counting-house of a Santa Cruz mer- 
chant, he wrote a descripsion of a burri- 
cane by which St. Christopher’s was visited in 
August, 1772. » This description,” savs the 
biographer of Hamilton in the American Cycio- 
pedia, * published in a newspaper of that ia!- 
and, attractéu so much attention as to induce 
his {friends to comply with his wish for a better 
education than could be had at home, and to 
send him to New York for that pur- 
pose.“ He was sent: and, after a 
briet schooling at Elizabethtuwn, N. J., 
entered King’s, now Columbia College, in New 
York, and in time became an American citizen 
of note. Thus the mere accident of a hurricane 
down in the West Indies shaped his whole ca- 
reer. Shakspeare says something concerning a 
‘tide’ in the affairs of men, that, taken at the 
flood, leads on to fortune, but Hamiiton is prob- 
ably the only man who was ever fairly blown 
into celebrity on @ gale of wind.

THE RAILROADS. 


ATCHISON, TOPEKA & SANTA FE. 

The anuual report of the Board of Directors 
of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad 
is just at hand. During the year 1877 the gross 
earnings amounted to $2,679,106, the operating 
expenses to $1,459,602, and the net earnings to 
$1,219,603. The business of the road for the 
first six months of 1875 compared favorably with 
that of the six months previous, the following 
being the statement of carnings and expenses 
Dec. 31, 1877, to July 31, 1878:

The operating expenses, including taxes, anr- 
ing 1877, were 54.47 per cent, and excluding 
taxes 49.37 per cent of the gross earnings. 

During the year sixteen miles of the road 
were reluid with fifty-six pound steel rails, and 
fourteen miles were relaid “with new iron. 
Eigbty-tive thousand vew ties were laid. aud 

tous of rock used in ballasting the track. 
The road-bed and bridges are in Detter order 
than at the close of the year 1576. 

A new branch has been projected from Flor- 
ence down the Walnut Valley to the south line 
of the State. This branch has beeu construct- 
ed as far as El Dorado, the county seat of But- 
ler County,—thirty-ope miles,—and has been 
operated about twelve months with fair results. 
This fine valley is settling up very fast. 

It was not to be expected that the lands 
would sell freely until the Government lands 
were taken up. The Lana-Oommissioner re- 
ports that about 900 000 acres of Government 
lands were taken by actual settlers along the 
line of the road, in 1877. This brings more 
than 8,000 new families on the line of the road, 
and insures the rapid sale and settiement of the 
lands. The ratio of increase in the nine coun- 
ties on the lines of the road in the Arkansas 
Valley is far in advavce of that of the whole 
State. 

The construction account, including rollin 
stock, at the beginning of the year 1 
amounted to $23,439,771: new construction for 
the year 1877, —— rolung stock, $55,538; 
total, $25,495 

Inciusive of lines, the earnings in do- 
tail for the vear 1877 were as follows: Ar 
passengers, $738,930; from freight, 81.888.248; 
from mail, 37,989; from express, $39,304; from 
miscellaneous, $9,544; total, $2,679, 106; operat- 
ing expenses, $1,315,285; taxes, $136,818; in- 
surance, $4,300; net earnings, $1,219,603. 

The total charge. to the account of bridge- 
repairs was $63,023. Of this amount $30,787 
was expended te repair damage caused by 
freshets, and to provide water-ways found to 
be necessary by the extraordinary high water 
in the Cottonwood River and minor streams. 

This freshet expense includes the cost of 
building 1,822 feet of bridges. Of the latter, 
615 feet replace in various places twelve box 
culverts; 255 feet of bridging is for wholly new 
water-ways; and the remainder of this work 
repaired and replaced bridges, washed away by 
floods. Three of these bridges were renewed 
with thirtv-foot span iron girders, resting on 
solid masonry. 

The local business of the road was seriously 
affected for the first seven months of the year 
by the anticipation that the country would be 
devastated by grasshoppers. Every county 
along the line east of Pawnee was thickly sown 
with their eggs, and there seemed a probability 
that the wheat crop would be destroyed. Asa 
consequence, lumber dealers and other mer- 
chants kept their stocks as low as possible, and 
there was but a smail movement of the com- 
modities which make up the usual local bust 
ness. 

This line enjoys advantages possessed by few 
others, in the breadth of its tributary country. 
From the vicinity of Cottonwood Station to the 
extreme Western settlements of Kansas, this 
country ranges from seventy-five to 100 miles 
wide in the State of Kansa’, and includes be- 
sides a strip of the Indian Térritory, and a por- 
tion of the Pan Handle of Texas 

The road will be extended to Albugu 
New Mexico, within a year, en route to ort 
Yuma, to join the California Central. It will 
beat the Texas Pacific in completing its connec- 
tious across the Continent.

Paul Railway offices to-day, the following is 
found tobe the fact: In 1874 the Company 
made a consolidated mortgage on all its prop- 
erty, including tracks, depot grounds, rolling 
stuck, elevators, etc., of $85,000,000, for the 
purpose only of retiring and canceling its thea 


outstanding . indebtedness of $27,000,000 or 
$28,000,000, and for new permanent improve- 


ments, including steel rails, roiling stock, 
stock-vards, neus depots, the mammoth 
Milwaukee elevator, ete. The Wisconsin 


Legislature of 1875 ratified and authorized this 
consolidated mortgage, and gave it the effect of 
special law. The last annual report of the Com- 
pany shows that of the total amount of mort- 

gage bonds authorized under this mortaage. the 
sum Of $29,064,500, dad been issued, for pur- 
poses of the mortgage exclusively. Since that 
time, additioval numbers of the old bonds have 
failen in and have been paid by the sale of new 
bonds under the mortgag: But the limit 
named iu the cousolidated mortgage has not yet 
been reached int® three or four million of dol- 

lars. During the year the St. Paul Company 
hus purchased the Dubuque & Soutnwestern 
Railroad, has ‘completed the purchase of the 
Madison & Portage Railroad, and is buiidiog 
the Algona branch through the wheat-fields of 
Northern lowa, to connect with Sioux City and 
Yankton. No bonds can be issued under the 
consolidated mortgage for the purchase or con- 
struction of new lines. All the work of con- 
struction thus far has deen paid out of earn- 
ings, but this sum must be replaced, and bonds 
will be issued for that purpose, covering only 
the newly-purchased and constructed lines to 
pay for the same. No such bonds have been 
vet iseacd, but they will be issued in due time. 
The new bonds placed on the market were those 
within the limits of the consolidated mortgage 
provided for in its terms, which stockholders, 
investors, and the public fully understand. The 
finances of the Company are pronounced to be 
in an unimpeachable condition, and no bonds 
have or will be surreptitiously issued or in ex- 
cess of lawful limits. 


RAILROAD REFORMS. 

Directions were received yesterday by the 
General Freight Agents of the various roads 
leading to the East from this city to make the 
following changes in the freight-tariff: Taking 
effect at once, the rate on dressed beef to be 50 
per cent above net rate on cattle; taking effect 
Monday, Sept. 2, the rates on fourth-class

It fis done to make the 
shipping of dressed beef unprolitable, thus 
preventing the killing of cattle lor Eastern con- 
sumption at this point and to forciug shippers 
to ship the live stock, which is monopolized by 
the eveners ring.“ who thus greatly increase 
their protits. ‘This seems to show what all the 
talk about reform on the part of Vanderbilt and 
co-relormers amounts to. If anvthing needed 
reformation it was the manner in which the live- 
stock traffic is being alonopolized by a few favor- 
ite parties. Every raifroad manager, Vanderbilt 
included, admits that tbe live-stock ring is 
obvoxious, and discriminstes against the small 
shippers. yet they allow tbe thing to exist. 
This fact seems to prove that some powerful 
and influential managers share in the profits of 
the “eveners’ ring.“ as has been charged num- 
berless times. It jooks rather queer tha’, while 
it is claimed that a pool will prevent competi- 
tion and the cutting of rates, a “ring has to 
be coumtenaneed to prevent the cutting of rates 
| on live stovk. If the live stock rates cannot be 
maintained after a pool has been formed, then 
the rales on other articies cannot be either.

their respective freight depots. Some of the 
roads whose freight depots are far away from 
the business part of the city have been in the 
habit of allowing acertain rebate to sbippers 
for drayage. This is claimed to be a shrewd 
way of cutting the rates, by those roads whose 
depots are nearer and which allow no such re- 
bates. An effort was made yesterday to do 
away with the drayage rebate altogether, bat no 
harmony could be secured, and another meet- 
ing will be —— in order to reach a result.

The license receipts yesterday amounted to

The report of Dr. Wright, Registrar of 
Vital Statistace, for the week ending Saturday, 
Aug. 24. shows the total number of deaths in the 
city for that period to have been 195. The princt- 
pal causes of death were cholera infantum, of which 
there were 42 cases; convulsions, 17: diarrhea, 9; 
diphtheria, 5; entero colites, 6; cerebro spina! 
meningitis, 7; phthisis puimonalis, 14; teething, 
5. Thenumberof deaths for the corresponcing 
week in 1877 was 187, er an inerease for this year 
of 8. Out of the 195 cases, seventy-two were un- 
der 1 year of age, thirty-five from 1 to 2. thirteen 
from 2 to 3, fourteen from 3to 20, fourteen from 
20 to 30, twenty-one from 30 to 40, six from 40 to 
50, seven from 50 to 60, eight from 60 to 70. four 
from 70 to 90, and one between 90 and 100. Of 
mates there were 101, and ot females 94. The 
mortality was, as usual, greatest in the Fifth, 
Sixth, Seventh, Fourteenth, and Fifteenth Wards. 


The expenditures this year, up to the Ist 
of August, for repairing and cleaning the streets, 
amountea to $10,733 for the North Division, 
$16, 798 for the South Division, and $33, 150 for 
the West Division. Deducting the 15 per cent 
which is supposed to never be collected, there re- 
mained at that date of the appropriations for the 
three divisions $23, 267 forthe North, $34, 202 for 
the South, and 341. 480 for the West. The ex- 

enditures for July Were, respectively, $2, 520,

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A PROCURESS. 
HER ATTEMPTS TO SECURE A VICTIM. 

Last year a gentleman and his wife, who had 
been long in Europe, returned to this country, 
bringing with them a girl whom they had met in 
Sweden. It was their intention, after their retarn, 
to bave kept her with them as a companion, but 
reverses Came, and they were unabie to carry out 
their tntention. She accoraingly had to shift fer 
herself, and began earning her living as a seam- 
stress. She is a very finely-formed and good-looxk- 
ing girl, who has by this time learned to speak 
English fluently. 

A few months ago a lady stopping at one of the 
hotels sent to her to come and see her. She toid 
her that she wanted to take her along to the city 
where she was living and to employ her as a 
seamstress, paying her $5 a week, and giving 
her her board. She had been recommended 
to her, she said, by persons on the North Side, for 
whom the gir! had worked. Tue offer was a fair 
one. and the girl accepted, and left with the lady. 
On reaching the place of their destination, they 
went toa fine. handsomely-furnished house, where 
tbe girl was assigned to an excellent room. She 
hadn't been there more than a da, or 80, however. 
before she discovered that she had been led into a 
brothel. There were a number of giris there, 
whose brazen manners and painted faces first gave 
her an intimation that something was wrong. 

About the second day after her arrival her em- 
pluyer, whe had said nothing on the subject of 
sewing, asked her to dress up 4nd come down into 
the parlor. This she refused to do, and stated her 
doubts as to the character of the house. The 
woman admitted the truth of her suspicions, 
and urged her with all the arguments 
in her power towaive her scruples and adopt the 
new course of life. She described to her in glowing 
colors the profits and pleasures of prostitution, its 
easy life. and its fine clothes. The girl, however, 
was not to be persuadcd, and refused to go down. 
The woman then told her to give up the key of her 
room, which she refused to do, and, after the 
woman left, locked the door and piled her trunks 
against it. She was kept in the house four days, 

during which time the usual arguments were re- 
yorted toto induce Sher to abandon her resistence. 
Finally she threatened that, if she was not re- 
leased, she would do something which would create 
such a stir and excitement as to bring trouble upon 
the woman. This was interpreted into a threat 
to ‘cammit suicide and had its eect. She 
thought occasionally of jumping out of the 
window, but it was 830 high up szne 
feared she would kill herself. Before her release. 
however, she was made to swearthet she would 
State neither the name of the city to which she had 
been taken, nor that of the person who had em- 
ployed her. Having done this she was released, 
and returned to this city. 

About two weeks ago she receiveda dispatch 
from St. Paul. It was signed by the pereon with 
whom she haa come from Europe, andgstated tnat 
his wife Was quite sick, and that they wanted her 
to come on at once; Lhat circumetances had chang- 
ed, so that they would be abie to give her work. It 
also stated that if she would call at the telegraph 
office, she would finda ticket there, and, finaily, 
that she could return to Europe with them. as they 
were intending to go back. She was delighted 
with this, went down to the telegraph oftice, 
got her ticket, which was there, and left 
for St. Paul. Before she went, however, the lady 
with whom she had been working when she re- 
ceived the dispatch told her, if anything went 
wrong, to telegraph her. She went Saturday. and 
Tuesday the lady in thie city gota dispatch to the 
effect that things were not right, and that she 
wanted money to return with. It was sent her. 
and on her return she stated that when she got to 
the depot she met there none of the people whom 
she expectefl. A man who was standing by atepped 
up to her and offered his services, volunteering to 
take her to a place where she would be taken care 
of until she could find her friends. She doubted 
him, however, declined his offer, and went to the 
number where her old employer used to live. 
There she found that he and his famtiy had been 
out of the city for some weeks. Accordingly she 
returned to Chicago, though not before one 
or two men had offered her their services. 
it is pretty plain that the person by 
whom she was first taken from the city 
had commanicated to some Keeper of a brothe! in 
St. Paul enough information to enable her to be 
guile the girl there, and had also stated her per- 
sonal beauty, woich would make her an attraction 
in any brothel. 

The girl considers herseif bound by her oath. and 
is also worried by the threats which weg made to 
her that, in cage she did reveal anythi would 
be sought out and killed; and., theref ill tell 
nothing concerning the place to which she was 
taken. That which is puolished is given only as a 
warning for others. What was tried with her is 
douotiess tried almost daily with others. and the 
reading of what happened to her may be of rice 
im saving other girls from being taken to brothels, 
whence they may not escape as easily as she did.

Resolted, That the Chi Union Veteran Club, rep- 
resenting the remnants of shattered battalions that 
once stood where the President stood, the 
men he faced, under circumstances that left no doubt 
as to a difference of princivle contended for, hold to 
the belief that the disloyaity of the South and ite final 
defeat was and ever U be discreditable; that 

loyaity of the North and its una 
victory was and ever will de creditable; 
that the war for the suppression of the 
Rebellion was something more than a physicai contest 
betweea Greeks! It wus the determined efforts of dis- 
loyal men to destroy tne Government, with the sterling 
loyaity of the patriotic Union men to preserve the 
nation aud flag of their fathers. ‘ 

Resolred, Th while we cherish a profound respect 
for the exalted office of Chief Magistrate of this great 
country, and disclaim all desire to dictate the course 
to be pursued by members as individual soldiers or 
citizens in reference to the proposed reception, we 
deem it tnexpedient for this, the most considerabie 
body of veterans of the Northwest, to attend as an or- 
yanization on such occasion. 

The Chair ruled that the substitute was out of 
order on the ground that it was argumentative, 
motions not being permitted to contain any arga- 
ment. There were several speeches, however, 
from members who were so bolling over with en- 
thusiasm that they couldn't wait fora good legal 
gpyortunity to orate. 

Mr. Kk. F. Brooks took exception to certain re- 
marks that were made in Tus TRIBUNE regarding 
the proceeedings at the last meeting. The Club 
didn't ovject to giving President Hayes a reception, 
as was intimated in that article: but what was 
meant by the proceedings was that the Club did 
not wish to indorse President Hayes’ Atlanta 
speech. 

The Chairman said that 

AS A PERSONAL EXLANATION 
he wished to say that the Club was not ron in the 
interest of any man or candidate. He himself had 
never expected to use bis position as President of 
the Club in advancing his own political plans. 

The Secretary, by general request, read tne reso- 
lutions passed at the last meeting, and also the 
substitute. A vote Was then taken upon sustain- 
ing the decision of the Chair. 


The Club voted to sustain the Chair by a vote of | 


29 to 20. 

Mr. Pratt then offered the same resolutions as 
an amendment, instead of a substitute. It was 
moved to lay the resviutions upon the table. 

Mr. Scribner said that he had a great deal of re- 
spect fur the office of President of the United 
States. When the speaker served four years in the 
War, he believed that he was on the right side and 
that the Southern people were on the wrong side. 
So thinking, he could not indorse the sentiments 
of President Hayes in his speech at Atlanta. He 
read extracts from that oration, and said that, as a 
soldier, he could not accept the doctrines given out 
by the President. 

Col. Ricaby stated that he seeonded the views of 
the preceding speaker in regard to the bad taste of 
the speech of the President at Atlanta. However, 
he couid not overlook the fact that the President 
was a soldier, and a brave soldier, in the War; and 
the honor that the Club might pay him would be 
paid to his military record rather than to the office 
which he now filled. 

Mr. C. A. Story eed with Col. Ricaby. It was 
the duty ofall ¢« tizens and loyal men to 
gather around the President, who was tneir former 
comrade. 

Mr. Charles Armstrong was sorry that this mat- 
ter had ever come up. R was unfortunate in many 
respects that the Club had discassed this question. 
But now that it had come up, the Club should act 
freely and honestly. There seemed to ve a tenden- 
cy te 

LET THE PRESIDENT DOWN EASY. 
Because he was the President, was that any reason 
for not criticising his language and actions’ The 
Club should take independent action. He there- 
fore moved to lay the whole matter on the table. 

The motion was declaned not debatable, but, by 
common consent, Gen, Julius White made a few 
remarks. He understood by the speech of the 
President at Atlanta thatthe President respected 
the Southern men who hed tought in the Rebellion 
because they were of hogest opinion, — not because 
they were fighting for the right cause. 

Mr. Bolton said there was a great difference be- 
tween doing honor to Président Hayes and to Gen. 
Hayes, one of the boys iy blue. 

Gen. Martin Beem saig tnat if the Club voted to 
lay the question upon the tadle it would live to te- 
gret that action. The sfjeaker rehearsed the vir- 
tues of President Hayes 63 a man, a citizen, and a 
President. He referred the speech of Hayes at 
Atlanta, and said that th, worst that could be said 
of it was that it was unfoytunate in expression. 

The motion to lay on the table was lost by a vote 
of 29 to 21. *

ARCHERY. 
THE FIRST PUBLIC EXHIBITION 

of archery ever givenin this city occurred at the 
White Stocking grounds yesterday afternoon, the 
contestants being teams from Hignlaud Park and 
Chicago. The Highland Park team consisted of H. 
C. Carver, W M. Goodridge, C. G. Hammond, 
and F. P. Holt; while Chicago was represented by 
A. G. Spalding, J. C. Haines, I. 8. Collins, and 
8. E. Egan. The conditions of the match were 
that each team should shoot at thirty, forty, and 
sixty yard ranges, each man to shoot thirty arrows 
at each range. 

When the time for play to be called, 3 o'clock, 
arrived, there was an audience of nearly 1,000 


persons present, and fully one-haif of these were 
ladies and childien, showing that the gentle sex 
are taking a fancy to the sport, and in fact itis 
already rapidly superseding croquet in their 
esteem, as the position taken by an archer is well 
calculated to show off a pretty form. and energetic 
young colored men cau be secured at a smal! 
expense to chase and recover the arrows which go 
wide of the mark. It is also very high-toned, and 
has been in favor among tne fashionaoie people in 
England for several generations. All these things 
Will tend to make archery fashionabie; aud tne 
exhibition yesterday will doubvtiess do much to 
augment the feeling in its favor that already ex- 
ists. 

There was very little about the match to de- 
cribe. The stalwart young men who too part in 
it acted very much as they might have done when 
small boys, except that tneir bows and arrows were 
not of the primitive style used by youngsters. 
The targets were circular ones, four feet in diam- 
eter, and covered with paper, on which were 
painted four rings and acentre, the outside ring 
being white, the second black. the third biue, the 
fourth red, and tae centre yellow.

The apparatus which he ie using at present does 
not exactly meet the case in the eyes of the De- 
partment, but if. after a fair trial, it proves a 
failure, it will have to be taken out and replaced 
by one that will do the work. Armour has pat in 
an apparatus that has effectually abated his nut- 
sance, and Obernaorff has torn down his old house, 
and is building a new one, which will 
be so constructed and so provided with the 
requisite machinery as to destroy all the offensive 
odors connected with this class of establishments. 
Several trials are to come off next week in the 
Criminal Court, and the Health-Omcer makes the 
confident statement that these nuisances wiil be 
abated, sooner or later, but in all probability be- 
fore he leaves his office.

About @ month or so ago UW. F. Coy, an old rest 
dent of Chicago and a man who up to that time 
had stood well among his friends and neighbors, 
was arrested on complaint of Mr. Gray, of Boston.

who was quite wealthy, wasin the havit of sending 
his surplus funds to Coy for the purpose of having 
the latter loan them on Chicago real estate.

extract from both sides of a case which they 
have is hand, but Voy was not to be satisiied with 
this.
